Jug at the mill-dam in the village of Cheboygan, in the county 
of Cheboygan, and thence in the most direct route to Little 
Traverse Bay, in Emmet county; said road to intersect with 
the Little Traverse and Mackinaw City State road, and to be 
laid out and constructed under the provisions of act number 
one hundred and seventeen, of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and fifty-nine, and the acts amendatory thereto, and to be known 
as the Cheboygan and Little Traverse Bay State road. 

Sec. 2. To secure the construction of said road, there is 
hereby appropriated an average amount of one section of State 
swamp land to each mile of said road: Provided, That the 
lands hereby appropriated shall be selected from the swamp 
lands in the Lower Peninsula: Provided further.

Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact, That 
all powers and duties connected with and incident to the police 
government and discipline of the city of Detroit shall be, as 
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hereinafter more especially provided, vested in and exercised 
by a board of metropolitan police, composed of fonr commis- 
sioners of metropolitan police, and by a superintendent of 
metropolitan police, one or more captains of metropolitan 
police, sergeants of metropolitan police, and patrolmen of 
metropolitan police. A majority of said board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 2. There are hereby appointed, as such commissioners Members of 
of metropolitan police, Jacob S. Farrand, to hold office until and terms

AN ACT for laying out a State road in the counties of Clare 

and Boscommon. 

Lineofroi^. SECTION 1. The People of the State of Michigan euact, That 
a State road shall be laid out and established, to be called the 
Clare and Eoscommon State road, commencing at Clare vil- 
lage, in the county of Clare, at or near the southwest comer 
of section thirty-five, in town seventeen north, of range four 
west, running thence north and easterly on the most eligible 
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line to the bridge over the Tobacco river, one mile west of the 
east line of said township; thence northerly to the northeast 
comer of said township ; thence northerly as near as practi- 
cable on the dividing line between ranges three and four, 
intersecting the Midland and Houghton Lake State road at 
the most convenient point north of Clare county. 

Sec. 2. All non-resident highway taxes assessed and unex- Non-resi-

AN ACT to establish a board of public works in and for the 

city of Detroit. 

Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact. That Board of

there shall be constituted for the city of Detroit a board of works, 
public works, composed of four persons, who shall be free- 
holders and qualified electors of said city, taken in equal 
numbers from the two political parties represented in the 
common council. The first board shall consist of Henry H. First board. 
LeRoy, William Purcell, Deodatus C. Whitwood, and Julius

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Stoll, and all subsequent boards and members thereof shall be 
appointed by the common council of said city. The members 
of said board shall give bonds in the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars each, with sureties to be approved by the common 
council of the city of Detroit.

Adopted by the Regular Seasion of the Legislature of Bigbteen 
Hundred and Sixty-nine and the Special Session of 
Eighteen Hundred and Seventy, and Ratified 
by the People November Eighth, Eight- 
een Hundred and Seventy. 



ARTICLE IV. 

liEaiSLATIYE DBPABTHBNT. 

Section :i. The House of Eepresentatives shall consist of 
not less that sixty-four, nor more than one hundred members. 
Representatives shall be chosen for two years, and by single 
districts. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly 
OS may be, an equal number of inhabitants, exclusive of persons 
of Indian descent, who are not civilized, or are members of any 
tribe, and shall consist of convenient and contiguous territory ; 
but no township or city shall be divided in the formation of a 
representative district. When any township or city shall con- 
tain a population which entitles it to more than one represent- 
ative, then such township or city shall elect, by general ticket, 
the number of representatives to which it is entitled. Each 
county hereafter organized, with such territory as may be 
attached thereto, shall be entitled to a separate representative, 
when it has attained a population equal to a moiety of the ratio 
of representation. In every county entitled to more than one 
representative, the board of supervisors shall assemble at such 
time and place as the Legislature shall prescribe, and divide 
the same into representative districts, equal to the number of 
representatives to which such county is entitled by law, and 
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shall cause to be filed in the oflfices of the Secretary of State 
and clerk of such county, a description of such representative 
districts, specifying the number of each district and population 
thereof, accoFding to the last preceding enumeration. 

Sec. 4. The Legislature shall provide by law for an enumen^ 
tion of the inhabitants in the year eighteen hundred and fifty- 
four, and every ten years thereafter ; and at the first session 
after each enumeration so made, and also at the first session 
after each enumeration by the authority of the United States, 
the Legislature shall re-arrange the Senate districts, and appor- 
tion anew the representatives among the counties and districts, 
according to the number of inhabitants, exclusive of persons 
of Indian descent, who are not civilized, or are members of 
any tribe. Each apportionment, and the division into repre- 
sentative districts by any board of supervisors, shall remain 
unaltered until the return of another enumeration. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

ELECTIONS. 

Section 1. In all elections, every male citizen, every male 
inhabitant residing in the State on the twenty-fourth day of 
June, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five; every male 
inhabitant residing in the State on the first day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty, who has declared his 
intention to become a citizen of the United States, pursuant 
to the laws thereof, six months preceding an election, or who 
has resided in this State two years and six months, and declared 
his intention as aforesaid, and every civilized male inhabitant ^ 
of Indian descent, a native of the United States, and not a 
member of any tribe, shall be an elector and entitled to vote; 
but no citizen or inhabitant shall be an elector, or entitled to 
vote at any election, unless he shall be above the age of twenty- 
one years, and has resided in this State three months, and in 
the township or ward in which he offers to vote, ten days next 
preceding such election : Provided, That in time of war, insur- 
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rectioBy or rebellion, no qualified elector in the actual military 
service of the United States, or of this State, in the army or 
navy thereof, shall be deprived of his vote by reason of his 
absence from the township, ward, or State in which he resides ; 
and the Legislature shall have the power, and shall provide the 
manner in which, and the time and place at which, such absent 
electors may vote, and for the canvass and return of their votes 
to the township or ward election district in which they 
respectively reside, or otherwise. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

MILITIA. 

Section 1. The militia shall be composed of all able-bodied 
male citizens between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
except such as are exempted by the laws of the United States, 
or of this State ; but all such citizens, of any religious denomi- 
nation whatever, who, from scruples of conscience, may be 
averse to bearing arms, shall be excused therefrom, upon such 
conditions as shall be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE XIX-A. 

OF RAILBOADS. 

Section 1. The Legislature may, from time to time, pass 
laws establishing reasonable maximum rates of charges for the 
transportation of passengers and freight on difierent railroads 
in this State, and shall prohibit running contracts between 
such railroad companies whereby discrimination is made in 
favor of either of such companies as against other companies 
owning connecting or intersecting lines of railroad. 

Sec. 2. No railroad corporation shall consolidate its stock, 
property, or franchises, with any other railroad corporation 
owning a parallel or competing line ; and in no case shall any 
consolidation take place except upon public notice given of at 
least sixty days to all stockholders, in such manner as shall be 
provided by law.
